Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances 
of  the  Rural  District  for  1969- 


The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  population  was  25,170  being  an 
increase  of  280  on  the  previous  year. 


The  birth  rate,  17.2  and  death  rate,  9.9  are  to  be  compared  with  that  of 
England  and  Wales  which  were  16.3  and  11.9. 


There  were  nine  infant  deaths  seven  of  whom  died  within  the  first  week  of 
separate  existence  and  two  within  a  month  of  birth. 


There  were  only  forty  nine  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the 
year  of  which  Measles  accounted  for  33.  (This  is  the  lowest  recorded  figure 
since  1940,  the  year  in  which  the  compulsory  notification  of  Measles  was 
re-introduced) . 


The  routine  work  of  the  Department  was  carried  on  smoothly,  advice  and 
persuasion  being  preferred  to  formal  action  especially  with  regard  to  food 
premises  where  on  the  whole  the  standard  of  cleanliness  was  good. 
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I  wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Health  Department  for  their  work  during 
the  year  and  especially  to  Mr.  Dunning,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  on 
whose  tact  and  sagacity  I  place  so  much  reliance. 


I  wish  also  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  interest  and  courtesy.

rainfall  for  the  year  at  Faversham  was  27.23  inches  -  a  decrease 
from  the  previous  year.  The  figure  recorded  at  Highsted 
1969  was  29.11  inches  -  a  decrease  of  6.15  inches. 


The  weather  for  1969  was  generally  drier  and  warmer  than  in  the  previous 

year. 


The  temperature  and  rainfall  as  recorded  month  by  month  at  Faversham 
Sewage  Works,  Highsted  Water  Works  and  Johnson  House,  Sittingbourne  can  be 
seen  in  Appendix  'B*  and  Appendix  'C'. 


2.  AREA 


The  acreage  for  the  Swale  Area  is  62,013  acres  ~  approximately  97  square 
miles . 


3.  POPULATION 


The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  district  as  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  23,170  -  an  increase  of  280  on  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year. 


4.  NUMBER  OF  INHABITED  HOUSES 


The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1969  was  7,855  as  compared 
with  7,749  at  the  end  of  1968  -  an  increase  of  106. 
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There  were  48  houses  built  by  the  Council  and  134  constructed  privately 
(total  182),  a  decrease  of  26  from  last  year's  total  of  208. 


5.  RATEABLE  VALUE

(a)  Birth  Rate  -  The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  at  16.2  per  1,000  shows 
a  decrease  of  1.1  from  the  figure  for  1968.  The  corrected  birth  rate  was  17*2 
per  1,000  which  also  shows  a  decrease  of  1.1.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  16.3  -  a  decrease  of  0.6.  The  failing  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  has 
reached  its  lowest  level  since  1961.

4.  INFANT  DEAHTS  (Deaths  under  1  year) 


(a)  Infant  Mortality  Rates  -  The  total  infant  deaths  was  9  which  gives  a  rate 
of  24.0  per  1 ,000  live  births  -  an  increase  of  9*0.  The  rate  of  legitimate  infant 
deaths  per  1,000  legitimate  live  births  was  23.0. 


There  was  one  illegitimate  infant  death  during  1969  which  means  the  rate^of 
illegitimate  infant  deaths  per  1 ,000  illegitimate  live  births  was  32.0. 


The  following  tables  show  the  causes  of  infant  deaths  that  occurred  during 
the  year  (Table  l)  and  the  number  of  infant  deaths  and  the  rate  per  1 ,000  live

(e)  Maternal  Mortality  -  There  were  no  deaths  under  this  heading  recorded 
during  the  year. 
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5.  EXCESS  OF  BIRTHS  OVER  DEATHS 


The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  149  for  the  year  1969  -  a  decrease  of 
49  from  last  year's  figure  (198). 


6.  DEATHS 


(a)  The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  or  assigned  to  the  area  during  1969 
was  227  of  which  126  were  males  and  101  females  compared  with  the  figures  for 
1968  of  198,  114  and  84  respectively.

These  sections  provide  for  the  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  to  suitable  accommodation  and  for  the  burial  of  the  dead  where  no 
satisfactory  arrangements  have  otherwise  been  made. 


A  person  removed  last  year  for  treatment  at  Nunnery  Fields  Hospital  and 
who  improved  sufficiently  to  return  home  had  to  be  removed  again  in  November 
to  Bensted  House  where  he  subsequently  died. 


In  November  following  an  emergency  telephone  call  a  man  was  found  lying 
on  the  floor  of  a  Council  house  in  Teynham  and  as  he  was  unwilling  to  go  to 
hospital  he  was  removed  under  this  procedure.  Unfortunately  he  died  shortly 
afterwards.

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SECTION  V 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


1 ,  Water  Supply 


The  district  is  well  served  by  water  mains  and  only  9  houses  have  no 
main  supply. 


The  Medway  Water  Board  are  responsible  for  supplies  in  the  parishes  of 
Bobbing,  Iwade ,  Hartlip,  Lower  Halstow,  Newington  and  Upchurch  and  the  remaining 
parishes  are  served  by  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company. 


One  hundred  and  one  samples  of  treated  water  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examination  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  seven  samples  submitted  to  chemical 
examination  were  also  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


2 .  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 


Dunkirk  An  informal  enquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  in  August  and 
permission  to  implement  the  scheme  received  in  November  following  which  contract 
documents  were  prepared  and  sent  out  for  tendering  purposes. 


Hartlip  An  outline  scheme  for  sewerage  of  Hartlip  was  agreed  by  the  Council 
and  details  are  now  undergoing  preparation  but  this  has  met  with  some  difficulties. 


3 .  Public  Cleansing 


Refuse  Collection  -  This  service  continued  to  operate  quite  satisfactorily 
during  the  year  apart  from  minor  trouble  occurring  at  Cryalls  Tip.  Unfortunately 
it  was  not  possible  to  institute  the  improved  service  to  public  houses  and  eating 
establishments  due  to  the  impossibility  of  recruiting  suitable  staff. 
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Cesspool  Emptying  -  The  number  of  applications  received  for  cesspools  to  be 
emptied  has  increased  to  a  total  of  5)084  over  the  year  and  despite  the 
considerable  amount  of  overtime  that  has  been  worked,  this  service  has  at  periods 
been  under  some  strain  particularly  so  during  the  holiday  period  when  private 
contractors  were  employed. 


Single  manning  of  some  vehicles  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  this  has 
helped  with  the  labour  problem. 


4.  Public  Conveniences 


Three  of  the  parishes  in  the  district  have  this  amenity  -  Newington,  Doddington 
and  Lynstedo  At  Newington  the  building  was  erected  by  the  Council.  At  Doddington 
and  Lynsted  suitable  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Council  with  the  owners  and 
tenants  of  the  public  houses  "The  Chequers"  and  "The  Swan"  for  the  use  of 
sanitary  accommodation  at  these  houses  by  the  public. 


5 .  Rodent  Control 


The  usual  sewer  test  was  carried  out  in  October  and  manholes  around  any 
showing  takes  were  subsequently  poisoned. 


6,  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation 


(i)  During  the  year  19  visits  were  made  investigating  cases  of  infectious 
disease.  It  was  found  necessary  to  disinfect  5  rooms. 


(ii)  There  is  very  little  work  necessary  on  disinfestation  of  vermin  and 
this  year  9  visits  were  made  and  3  premises  were  disinfested.

HOUSING 


Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses 


This  year  11  houses  were  demolished  and  6  closed  compared  with  27 
demolished  and  6  closed  last  year.  A  total  of  31  people  in  13  families  were 
displaced  and  re-housed  by  the  council. 


Improvement  Grants 


This  work  is  administered  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  continues  to  make 
a  very  valuable  contribution  to  the  improvement  of  the  standard  of  housing  in 
the  district. 


Discretionary  Grants 


A  total  of  1?  applications  covering  22  dwellings  of  which  11  were  tenanted 
and  11  owner/occupied  were  received  during  the  year.  The  cost  of  work  involved 
was  £24,472  and  grants  of  £9,795  were  approved. 


Standard  Grants 


A  total  of  34  applications  covering  39  dwellings  of  which  28  were 
owner/occupied  and  11  were  tenanted  were  received.  There  were  4  conversions 
of  two  dwellings  into  one.
